Local Law Intro. No. 3-2006, entitledh"LOCAL LAW in relation to a requirment for New
York Sate Certified Worker Training Programs by contractors and subcontractors, as defined
herein, with the County of Erie,” a certified copy of which is attached heretoswaesented to me
for approval on May 12, 2006. A public hearing meyag this local law was duly held on May 25,
2006. Pursuant to Erie County Charter Section RB@Breby disapprove of this Local Law Intro.

As with the prior Local Law Intro on this subjeeathich | also vetoed, Intro No. 3 is
inconsistent with the State law that allows for mipalities to require apprenticeship training
programs as a condition of their competitively baohstruction contracts.

The Intro requires that the apprenticeship trgmnogram be one that has been approved by
the NYS Department of Labor and that contains @egi@ndards, including a goal of 30% minority
and female participatioin in the entire workforaead providing for a minimum of 10% of the total
construction workers, trades people, traineesn@yman, and apprentices employed on the project
to be persons participating in a “New York Certfi¢/orker Training Program.” If this refers to a
“registered apprenticeship training program” (thegse used by the Department of Labor, such a
program would not address the overall workforcbaure the kind of goals that are mandated by this
Intro.

A training program is generally trade specificsiAgle “New York State Certified Worker
Training Program” would not address multicple tigdéus rendering it impossible for a contractor
to show it has a single program wich provides @86 of its_totaworkforce will be made up of
apprentices. Furthermore, the Intro requires araotdr to demonstrate it hagsangular) NYS
Certified Worker Training Program. It is unlikelyat there would be a single such program for a
general contractor. There would be one for paintane for carpenters, one for welders, etc.
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The Intro is unclear as to whether the contractsrto show it has the requisite program at
the time of bid or at the time of entering intoaatract witht eh County. This ambiguity has
significant repercussions as to whether this reguémt goes to a bidder’s qualifications and
responsiveness to the bid or is merely to a camdjprecedent to the contract.

Department of Labor registered apprenticeship ganog have strict apprenticeship to
journeyperson ratios. It is quite possible thatX& minimum would actually violate these ratios,
even if we were to read into the Intro a mecharsgroup together a contractor’s multiple
apprenticeship programs. This Intro provides nolraasm for a waiver in such a case.

This Intro would on its face apply to many progeathich may not have budgeted for the
costs associated with its requirement and for wiilohinty funding only represents a fraction of the
total project costs, such as the Erie Canal HaRboject improvements currently on-going, the
Frank Lloyd Wright Rowing Boat House, the Zoo Ranefst Exhibit and others.

This Intro applies to all contractors having astouction contract in excess of $250,000, as
well as all subcontractors of contractors havimgastruction contract in excess of $250,000. Thus,
if a subcontractor is hired to do a minimal amoaifnivork (example: $5,000) on a contract that
exceeds $250,000, the subcontractor will still heveomply with the provisions of this Intro.

In addition to the reasons set forth above foapmiisoving Local Law Intro. No. 3-2006, |
reiterate below some of the reasons | stated fming the similarly-drafted Local Law Intro. No. 1-
2006.

The Local Law interferes with competitive biddirighe County benefits from having a large
number of contractors bidding on each construgtimpect. Multiple bidders create competition to
ensure that the County receives high-quality wonkshg at the lowest possible cost. By only
allowing bids from contractors whoe employees pgdite in worker training programs, a
significant number of contractors will be prohilittom bidding on County projects. Several
construction contractors who spoke at the publaring that was held for Local Law Intro No. 1-
2006 advices that should the Local Law Intro becerdy they will no longer bid on County projects.
Smaller contractors in particular will be hurt inetl ocal Law. Having fewer contractors bid on
County projects inhibits competition and will retsial less-competitive prices. The County simply
cannot afford to pay a premium on every public vegokoject.

The Local Law Intro creates favoritims. This Lotalw Intro comes on the heels of a 2001
State law change which allows municipalities to enplrticipation in apprenticship training
programs a condition of their construction conttadting. Prior to this law, codified as 8816-b,
such a condition would have violated the compegibidding requirement of General Municiapl
Law 8103. | have been advised by County Attorneyreace K. Rubin that the New York State
Court of Appeals, in a recent decision, reaffirniegl strong public policy against municipal bid
requirements that encourage favortism and limit petitive bidding. Therefore, efforts to utilize the
“exception” to competitive bidding permitted by laald aw 8816-b should be carefully drawn and
narrowly construed. This Court of Appeals rulingcamade it clear that in the event that a chief
elected official’'s veto is overridden, a chief &gt official is mandated by his constitutional oath
office to enforce sush a local law if it violates@ral Municipal Law §103.
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The Local Law Intro does not provide for a waivdiany speakers at the public hearing that
was held for Local Law Intro 1-2006 suggested thtively few contractors in Erie County have
employees who participate in State approved wdrké@ning programs. Shouyld these contractors
refuse to bid on certain County projects, the Cpwill face a dilemma of not having any eligible
contractors being able to perform the work. Adahaithy, the Local Law Intro prohibits the County
from accepting a bid from a non-participating cantor even is such bid is much lawer than a
participating contractor. Furthermore, the Locahlatro does not allow for any exceptions to the
10% apprenticeship utilization requirement. Thedldaw Intro should have had a waiver
provision which allows the County to (1) acceptsiicbm non-participating contractors if no
participating contractors bid on the work; (2) gudaids from non-participating contractors which
are considerably less than the bids from partieigatontractors; and (3) allow for a waiver if none
of the bidders can meet the 10% apprenticeshizatibn requirement.

For all of the above reasons, | hereby VETO Laeal Intro. No. 3-200.

Programs by contractors and subcontractors undestreaction contracts, as defined herein, with the
County of Erie.
BE IT ENACTED BY THE ERIE COUNTY LEGISLATURE AS FOL LOWS:
Section 1. Legislative Intent.
The Erie County Legislature hereby finds, declames determines that:

A. New York Labor Law Section 816-b specificallythorizes this Local Law.

B. There has been a long and productive histopaaiership between labor and management in
the training of workers in New York State.

C. New York State Certified Worker Training Progsaare valuable educational and training tools
for the local workforce by reducing reliance on-ot#area labor for construction projects.

D. New York State Certified Worker Training Progiaprovide opportunities to residents in this
area through training and education for skilledsjob

E. These skilled jobs allow us to reinvest our gy dollars spent on local construction projeots s
that local workers and local tax dollars remairhmitthe local community.
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F. It would be valuable to encourage labor andrass/industry to participate in New York State
Certified Worker Training Programs to meet the éased need for trade persons while providing
residents the means to earn a better living arnteériog the local and regional economies.

G. Itis valuable for local government to encourbgead participation in such New York State
Certified Worker Training Programs by the residesftErie County and to foster the equal
opportunity of men and women of all races and bemlkgds to participate in order to enhance
workforce development and diversification, and tevent exclusionary practices which have
historically excluded women and minorities.

H. The New York State Department of Labor setsaibje standards and provides oversight for
New York State Certified Worker Training PrografthbBese Programs are important because they
require on-the-job training and classroom traineugg provide objective industry standards. In
effect these programs lead to a standardized effesitive and skilled local workforce.

I. Nothing in this Local Law should be read toaiate the duty of Erie County with respect to its
MBE/WBE requirements.

Section 2. Short Title.

This Local Law shall be known as "The Erie Countgr¥force Development and Diversification
New York State Certified Worké&rraining Program.”

Section 3. Definitions.

A. "New York State Certified Worker Training Prograshall mean: a state registered and regulated
apprenticeship program through the New York Stagpddtment of Labor that has been approved by
the New York State Commissioner of Labor in accoogawith Article 23 of the New York Labor
Law, that includes the following standards:

(i) An organized, written plan in place that emlesdihe terms and conditions of
employment, and the training and supervision of@nmore workers;

(i) A schedule of wages to be paid to the workamsistent with the skills required and
approved by the New York State Department of Labor;

(i) Equal opportunity and affirmative action pEn

(iv) Workforce development and diversification godab ensure that the contractor will
diligently work toward a minority workforce goal d30% minority and female participation
combined in project personnel including trades peofrainees, journeymen, apprentices, and
supervisory staff; and

(v) A minimum of ten (10%) percent of the total stction workers, trades people,
trainees, journeymen, and apprentices employedyagji@en time on a particular project by any and
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all contractors or subcontractors must consisteo$@ns participating in a New York State Certified
Worker Training Program.

B. "Commissioner" shall mean the Commissioner eftEhnie County Department of Public Works.

C. "Construction contract" shall mean projects waittalue in excess of $250,000 where Erie
County is a direct or indirect party to the contnabich includes more than an incidental amount of
construction type activity intended to benefit fhblic, including all work which is necessary,
incidental or connected with the execution of thatcact which is performed by construction
workers. A public entity need not be party to t@struction contract. A construction contract
includes: projects that Erie County funds diregbisgjects that Erie County funds indirectly by
providing funds to a separate entity to performdbestruction type activity; privately financed
construction projects specifically built with th&ent of leasing them to any Department of Erie
County government; and construction projects luntier Erie County’s direction and later paid for
with Erie County funds.

D. "Construction subcontract” shall mean any subre@hbetween a contractor who has a
construction contract as defined in Section 3, sukidn C above.

E. "Contractor"” or "subcontractor” shall mean atcactor or subcontractor that directly employs
construction workers, as defined below, under atrantion contract or construction subcontract, as
defined herein, for which a New York State CertifM/orker Training Program is required.

F. "Construction worker" shall mean an individuakdtly involved in the construction,
reconstruction, improvement, rehabilitation, instiédn, alteration, renovation, demolition or
otherwise providing for any building, facility, rds, highways, bridges, or physical structure of any
kind, but does not include professional serviceplegees or those construction workers for which a
New York State Certified Worker Training Programedmot exist.

Section 4. Requirements.

A. Any contractor, prior to entering into a constian contract as set forth in section 3 (C) above,
or any subcontractor entering into a constructigdrcentract with a contractor who has a
construction contract with the County of Erie iguged to have in place and provide written proof
of same at the time of bid a New York State CedifiVorker Training Program, either internally to
the contractor or subcontractor and/or throughrgarzation servicing several contractors or
subcontractors, appropriate for the type and scoperk to be performed.

B. Any contractor or subcontractor, as defined imehall strive to meet the minimum workforce
development and diversification goals set forteeation 3(A) (iv) above. Such contractors and/or
subcontractors shall provide the Commissioner sigshated compliance officer with the following:

() A monthly workforce census and such other emmlent and/or payroll records necessary
to verify an attempt to achieve the workforce depetent and diversification goals set forth in
Section 3(A)(iv) above.
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(i) Access to and cooperation with the project ptiance officer to review records on-site
and/or at worksite premises to validate attemptctoeve the workforce development and
diversification goals set forth in Section 3(A)(afove.

(i) With bid submission, a statement committimgproviding apprenticeship training
opportunities to workers, as well as details ofkfarce diversification recruiting program directed
at attracting candidates to fill positions to méleé minimum workforce development and
diversification goals set forth in Section 3(A)(afove.

Section 5. Rules & Regulations.

As of the date this Local Law becomes effective, @ommissioner of the Erie County Department
of Public Works shall promulgate such rules andilagpns that are lawful, necessary and
appropriate to implement, enforce or otherwiseyaut the purposes of this Local Law, provided
that the Legislature, by simple majority, has natied to disapprove such rule or regulation within
sixty (60) days from the Commissioner's writteniceto the Legislature that such rule or regulation
has been promulgated.

Section 6. Equal Employment Monitoring.

There shall be an Independent Monitor to reporthencompliance of each County contractor and
subcontractor with this Local Law’s workforce dey@inent and diversification goals. The
Commissioner of DPW shall develop regulations ghatide for the compensation of the
Independent Monitor.

The Monitor shall monitor and review every facetohfstruction to report what percentage of the
goals that are established for minority and ferpaleicipation are met or exceeded. The Monitor
shall report to the Equal Employment Opportunityi€afon the compliance of each contractor and
subcontractor with the workforce development an@ification goals.

The Monitor shall file monthly reports with the EJiEmployment Opportunity Office regarding the
actual workforce development and diversificatiomlgpincluding reporting all instances of non-
compliance; make appropriate recommendations t&thmal Employment Opportunity Office when
non-compliance is evident with supportive documemta develop a database of the workforce of
each contractor and subcontractor to provide aaVvisumat of each contractor’'s workforce, both
monthly and year-to-date cumulative totals on eamtstruction contract.

Section 7. Compliance.

The Director of Erie County Division of Equal Empiaent shall ensure that all contractors and
subcontractors entering into a construction coht@adt is defined herein, maintain records which
prove that each construction worker as it is defiherein, signs in and out at the beginning and end
of each day, listing next to his or her name hikarcraft, and status as journeyman or appreritice,
applicable.

Section 8. Penalties.
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Violation of any provision of this Local Law shalbnstitute cause, grounds or other legal
justification for termination of any contractualragment with any contractor or subcontractor
engaged in a construction contract or constrududgtontract with the County, in accordance with
County and state laws, rules and regulations gawvgithe termination of such contractual
agreements.

Section 9. Severability.

If any clause, sentence, paragraph, subdivisiarioseor part of this Local Law or the application
thereof, to any person, individual, corporationnfi partnership, entity or circumstance, shall be
adjudged by any court of competent jurisdictioméoinvalid or unconstitutional such order of
judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate tiemainder thereof, but shall be confined in its
operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph,\ssibai, section or part of this Local Law or in its
application to the person, individual, corporatibrm, partnership, entity, or circumstance dirgctl
involved in the controversy in which such judgmenbrder shall be rendered.

Section 10. Applicability.

This Local Law shall apply to construction contsaatlvertised for bids on or after the effective
date.

Section 11. Effective Dates.

This Local Law shall take effect 30 days afterfilieg with the Secretary of State, in accordance
with Section 27 of the New York State Municipal HoRule Law.
